. “thas become an almost universal habit td enter @ new calendar year 

light-heartedly, in a spirit of gaiety, with nothing but words of happ’ness 
and good cheer upon our lips. An# it is well that our greetings to one an- 
othér On this antiual occasion should take the form of good wishes for 
health, happiness and prosperity. But after the jollity attendant upon the 
passing of the old year and jentry into the new be ended, there should come 
to most of us as intelligent men and women more serious thoughts and a 
degper realization of the significance of ‘a new year. 

The tearing off from the calendar of the last monthly sheet of the old 
year; the opening of the diary of the new year at page one; the changing 
of the figures of the year from 1933 to 1984,—these should bring home to 
us @ new and greater sense of our individual responsibility in relation to the 
year upon which we have entered. 

Because many of the big problems of tthe year are beyond our control; 
because many of the happenings of the year and its trends in this direction 
or that will develop irrespective of our views or actions, the fact should not 
be overlooked. that the responsibility is ours for the determination and di- 
rection of numerous small matters which actually exert a far greater influ- 
encé in’ the making or marring of our lives than these other so-called great- 
er things which are beyond our control. ; 

In the event of a great plague or epidemic of disease most of us would 
at once become alive to our responsibility to safeguard ourselves, our fami- 
lies, and our community from it. But how many of us give the’same thought 
and accept the same responsibility for the day-to-day state of our health? 
- Yet the state of our health, our vigor of mind &nd body, is a matter that 

most of us can determine to a large extent for ourselves. Health is the re- 
sult of our: habits and ways of living. It influences our lives possibly more 
than any other one thing. The responsibility is mainly our own to promote 
good health or bring on poor health; it is a responsibility that others cannot 
accept for us. 

*Again responsibility for our words and actions rests with ourselves. It 
ig our duty to control our tongues, to weigh our words, to direct our actions. 
What misunderstandings, heart-burnings, pain and sorrow have been caused 
by a few thoughtless words; how many friendships have been broken and 
communities thrown into bitter strife because someone failed to recognize 
their responsibility before they spoke. It is such a simple thing to light a 
match, but the results of that simple act depend upon the use to which the 
lighted match is put; whether it is in the hands of a responsible or irrespon- 
sible person, It may provide a guide to a lonely wanderer and warmth and

Our 
words, and our individual actions throughout the year, may have like bene- 
ficial or disastrous results.

Kingdom this year. About 8,500 head 
went to other countries or a total of 
over 61,000 head. Last year 16925 
head went to United Kingdom and 
11,896 to other countries, or 28,831 
altogether. 

The egg exports this year totaled 
about 2,000,000 dozen. Last year the 
total wag only 272,000 dozen. On 
the other hand practically no eggs 
were imported. Some years back 
Canada used to export over 6,000,000 
dozen but at that time about as many 
eggs were imported as exported. 

Canada shipped about 1,000,000 
pounds of dressed poultry, mostly 
turkeys, to the British market for 
the holiday trade. This was about 
100,000 pounds more than last year, 
when the movement was started. 

The exports of butter this year ex- 
ceeded last year’s, but there was a 
marked falling off in cheese.

Chinese Statesman Dies 


Dr. Wu Was Graduate In Law Of 
London. University 

Dr. C. C. Wu, prominent Chinese 
statesman, died recently at Hong 
Kong of cerebral embolism. He was 
46. 

He entered public life shortly after 
the establishment of the Chinese re- 
public and had a colorful-career that 
led him into many lands on missions 
for his people. 

He was a lawyer—a graduate in 
law of London university, and was 
called to the bar. in Lincoln’s Inn. 

From 1915, when he was named 
councillor _of the Chinese fore'gn 
office, he took a leading part in con- 
stitutional reforms and treaty nego- 
tiations. : 


Dr. Wu headed the South China 
delegation to the Versailles peace 
conference in 1918 and 1919 and in 
1924- became minister of foreign af- 
fairs for the Southern government. 

Two years later he was made a 
member of the central executive 
committee of the Nationalist party. 

He: became minister of foreign | 
affairs when the Nationalists set up| 
their government ‘at Nanking and) 
served until becoming minister to the, 
United States. 

Since he resigned and returned | 
from United States in 1931, Dr. Wu 
had refused several Southern China 
posts.

Canada’s Non-Metal’ic Minerals 


Dominion Is The Leading Producer 
Of Asbestos 

Canada is the leading producer of 
asbestos, has the largest tale output 
in the British: Empire, and is one of 
the three mica-producing nations ac- 
cording to the Department of Mines, 
Ottawa. The Dominion is an export- 
er of feldspar, gypsum, salt, arsenic, 
diatomite; and. grindstones, and a 
producer of sodium sulphate, natural 
and artificial abrasives, magnesite; 
silica, moulding ‘sands, soapstone, 
phosphate and many others. Minerals 
known to occur rather extensively 
include barite, chromite, sulphur (py- 
rites), volcanic dust, and garnet. De- 
velopment of these minerals is large- 
ly in the initial stages. To the fore- 
going should be added _ structural 
materials which .are generally class- 
ed as non-metallics and which in- 
clude clay, sand and gravel, lime- 
stone, granite, and marble. Occurrenc- 
es of these are abundant in Canada 
and in the main are of excellent 
quality,

Air Mail Service inced: 


Final Link Between England And 
Singapore Has Been Forged 

As the first step in an air mail 
service linking Australia with the 
Motherland, a machine bearing the 
first regular consignment of air mail 
was recently dispatched, from Lon- 
don for Singapore. From the begin- 
ning of 1934 a regular weekly ser- 
vice between London and Singapore 
will be maintained, although service 
from Singapore to. Australia has still 
to be organized. 

On present schedules it will be 
only a two-day’s run from Calcutta 
to Singapore, but these may well be 
the two most awkward days in the 
whole 9,800 miles between London 
and Darwin. From Calcutta all the 
way down to Victoria Point heavy 
rains are to be met during eight 
months of the year. Along the Malay 
Peninsula the rainfall is less, but im- 
provement at this end niay be coun- 
ter-balanced by cyclonic disturbances 
between Calcutta and Rangoon. 

In the Dutch East Indies the bad 
monson weather is equally: difficult, 
partly because of the very heavy 
tropical rain, which reduces visibil'ty 
to nil, and partly because of the 
thunder which builds up near the 
mountains. During the southwest 
monsoon from November to Febru- 
ary. there is thunder in the moun- 
tains every day, and the average 
even at Batavia in this season is 16 
days of thunder a month. There is 
likewise the constant risk of violent 
squalls. 

Before the air mail service to Aus- 
tralia can be opened, the two sta- 
tions on opposite sides of the Timor 
Sea have to be equipped with. special 
wireless installations. The :risk of 
getting lost in the course of that 
500 miles sea crossing could not be 
lightly undertaken. 

Although South Sea Islands, own- 
ed by Holland, have formed the path- 
way of many British pilots, it has, 
never had a regular service.

_ New Scheme Launched - 


Great Britain’s Telephones Te Cosy 
Sixpence A Week 

A great telephone development 
scheme is being launched by the Brit- 
ish post-office which will reduce tele- 
phone rentals to about sixpence a 
week and thus bring the use of tele- 
phones within the reach of the 
greater number of British households. 
The idea ig to have ten houses on 
each line eventually and at the same 
time make “listening in” imposs'ble 
on the party lines. The ten-house 
party line system is being made pcs- 
sible by post-office engineers perfect- 
ing a new multi-party line system, 
and it is hoped to bring the new de- 
vice into public use on at least one 
London exchange before the end of 
the year, but it will be several years 
before it is introduced all over the 
country. To begin with, the service 
will be confined to eight subscribers 
per line. 

Already an experimental service is 
being worked from one London ex- 
change with six post-office engineers 
as. subscribers. *' ea 

The new system, which will only 
apply to private houses, will not af- 
fect the ordinary single-line serv'ce 
either in rental or efficiency. Br'efly, 
the aim of the post-office is to urban- 
ize the present rural party-line t=zle- 
phone system and also remove ‘ts 
imperfections. t ; 

Under the present system three 
subscribers share a party-line, and 
one, two or three rings are given 
according to the subscriber required. 
The disadvantage is that the bell 
rings in all three houses at once and 
any of the three can lift his re- 
ceiver and listen-in. 

Under the new method absolute 
secrecy is assured and the bell rings 
only in the house of the subscr'ber 
who is being called. This is made 
possible by a series of relays which 
cuts out every subscriber but the one 

ho is using the phone.

2,000, wolves, blizzards and other 
hazards of the Arctic making inroads 
on the numbers. Each spring, how- 
ever, the fawns have brought the 
numbers back, and utmost care has 
been taken to preserve the young. 
How many of the “originals” are 
left is impossible to say. 

At Kittigazuit the government has 
blocked off an area of aproximately 
5,500 square miles of territory. <A 
number of Laplander _. families, 
brought to Canada by the Dominion 
Government, are already with the 
animals and are all set to furnish 
the Eskimo instructions how to oper 
ate. 

The great question is, how will the 
aborigine react? 

The Eskimo’s natural instinct is 
that of a hunter. He prefers to roam 
the great wastes of the northland 
seeking his food where he can get it, 
but entirely free from the restrictions 
of settlement life 

When the fur business is good, he 
is prosperous and satisfied; when it 
is bad, the d:pression weighs heavily, 
on him, Whether he will abandon the 
untrammelled life he has and settle 
down to the assured but less free 
routine existence of raising reindeer 
is a problem, however. 

The government proposes first to 
“catch ’em young.” In the mission 
schools of the northland are pumer- 
ous Eskimo boys and gitls into whom 
are be'ng instilled the rudiments of 
education and before whom are pre- 
sented attractively the satisfact‘ons 
-of the settled life. It is intended to 
“apprentice” these youths to the 
herders, and so attempt to develop 
within the Eskimo a_ generation, 
equipped with instincts less suscep- 
tible. to the.wanderlust.

Wood has always been an import- 
ant domestic fuel in Canada, and its 
use in recent years has increased. On 
account of the many requésts for in- 
formation concerning the heating 
value of wood fuel, the Fofest . Pro- 
ducts Laboratories, Forest Service, 
Department of the Interior, Ottawa, 
has prepared. a table which indicates 
the relative fuel value of the various 
Canadian woods, 

Equal weights of different woods 
give off, at the same moisture con- 
tent, nearly equal amounts of heat in 
burning, since the fundamental sub- 
stance composing wood is the same 
in all species. Slight exceptions to this 
rule are sometimes noted in those 
woods that contain resin, oils, etc., 
which may give out a little more 
heat, weight for weight, than other 


woods. With such slight exceptions, | 


however, the fuel value of wood de- 
pends generally on the weight per 
cubic foot, the heaviest woods na- 
turally giving the most heat. 

A standard cord of well seasoned 
sugar maple, beech, or yellow birch 
split firewood weighs upwards of 4,- 
000 pounds, whereas a similar cord of 
softwood may weigh less than two- 
thirds as much, The relative value of 
the different wood fuels may, there- 
fore, be approximately compared on 
the basis of their weights, at the 
same moisture contents. 

Two ‘pounds of seasoned firewoo 
are generally required to furnish the 
amount of heat obtainable from a 
pound of anthracite coal of good 
grade. Coal, however is generally 
burned somewhat more efficiently, es-

“Yet wheat supplies are so insuf- 
ficient that some experts are begin- 
ning to anticipate world wheat ship- 
ments in excess of the basis used in 
fixing the quotas.” 

Although early in the season crop 
prospects were excellent and a largé 
acreage had been sown to v“>eat, the 
crop was severely injured by drouth 
and the yield amounted to only 253,- 
000,000 bushels, the review declares 
in quoting recent official estimates. 
The total crop for the whole Domin- 
ion is placed at 271,000,000 bushels.

Possesses Valuable Books 


Parliamentary Library At Ottawa 
Has Some Rare Old Copies 

Five years after Columbus opened 
the eyes of the old world to a new 
world, two books were printed in 
Venice. The parliamentary library 
of Canada hag copies of them, They 
come into the library cMssification 
of “incunabula” which is a word used 
to describe books produced when the 
art of printing was in its infancy. 
It is generally applied to books print- 
ed before 1500. 

The two books in question are 
more interesting to the student of 
rare publications than to any reader 
of modern writings. The first is the 
“Dieta Salutis” of B. Bonaventure. 
The other’ by H. Alde 
“Jamblichus De Mysteries, etc.’’ And 
while no one reads them today, they 
‘serve to indicate that Canada has a 
library cdntaining some very valu- 
able book treasures. 

It was only in 1454 that Johann 
|Gutenberg ‘invented the printing 
| press. About 22 years later Cax- 
|}ton delighted England with the 
| printed! page. And these books which 
the library guards carefully were 
| printed only a score of years later, 
They are but of a number printed in 
the fifteenth century which are now 
the property of the Dominion. 

The division of the library which 
takes care of old books can show 
some interesting volumes. Bearing 
the date of 1632, shortly after Shake- 
speare and his contemporaries had 
left to the world their legacy of 
literature, one old volume bears the 
following title: “The Essayes or 
Counsel, Civill and Morall of Fran- 
cis Lo, Verulam, Viscount St. Alban 
| (Lord. Bacon)s It was printed in 
| London. 

“Americao, or an Exact description 
of the West Indies: More Especi- 
| ally of Those Provinces Which Are 
| Under the Dominion of The King of 
| Spain,” is another title. The author 
| was M. N. Gent, and the book print- 
|ed‘in London. One wonders how 
“exact”? the description is as applied 
to today.

Thiee century-old books lic in & 
showcase in the Dominion. archives at 
Ottawa—-mute evidence that Napolcon 
once gave serious thought to an in- 
vasion of what is now Canada, by 
way of the Pacific. They are Frevich 
translations of Alexander MacKen- 
zie’s voyages to the Pacific, bearing 
the imperial stamp of Napoleon and 
dated 1802. They open a little-kn-ewn 
chapter of the life of the Little Cor- 
poral, untouched by histories. 

Napoleon in that year was ap- 
proaching the zenith of his power as 
first consul of republican France, jat- 
er to be emperor’ and conqueror of 
mogt of Europe before collapse and 
| banishment to St. Helena. But cre 
nation, England, stood out aga‘nst 
him, thwarted him at every turn and 
| produced in him not only hatred but 
a deep-seated desire to cripple, maim 
and, if possible, conquer. 

Napoleon searched in every direc- 
tion for vulnerable spots in England's 
armor, and at last conceived the idea 
of invading British North America 
from the Pacific or the Mississippi to 
distract her attention from Europe. 
He ordered French translations of 
standard works on the country its 
| people, climate and topography. 

General Bernadotte, later to b2 
king of Sweden, was instructed t» 
collect the books and study them 
He used smugglers to. break the 
blockade between France and Kang 
| land. 

Among the smuggled volumes was 
an account of Alexander Macken- 
zie's voyages to the Pacific in i789 
and 1793, published in London in 
1801. MacKenzie was the first 
White man to cross North America 
north of Mexico. 

Careful study of Napoleon ard 
Bernadotte convinced him of the fu 
tility of the Pacific entrance to the 
continent. For some weeks Napo':on 
toyed with the idea of using Louis- 
jana as his base. Eventually he croy- 
ped the whole scheme ag impra:<tic.! 
—and that was the beginning 0! t’o 
end for Napoleon.

Meteorological Service of Canada, un- 
der J. Patterson, director, bent efforts 
toward perfecting meteorographs for 
measuring humidity in the distant 
| layers of air, The result may be an 
important contribution to a new sys- 
tem of weather forecasting. _ 

“As a result of investigations of 
the upper air,” said Mr. Patterson, 
“it has been found the temperature 
falls at a fairly constant rate with 
heignt, but that at a certain he'ght 
this ‘lapse rate’ of temperature 
ceases and the temperature remains 
constant or often increases in height. 

“The part of the atmosphere in 
which the temperature falls w'th 
increasing height is called the tropho- 
sphere, and the part where the sud- 
den change in, temperature lapse 
rate occurs is called the tropho- 
pause. . : 

‘The atmosphere above this, in 
which the temperature is constant or 
slowly rising with height, is called 
the stratosphere. ' 

Highly satisfactory was the re- 
covery of 20 out of 25 balloons re- 
leased at Calgary ‘during the year 
ended last September-——one phase of 
Canada’s contribution to the inter- 
national polar year explorations.

Growing More Fruit 


Apples And Other Small Varieties | 


Flourish In Saskatchewan Soil 


During the past two decades pro- 
duction of apples, cherries, plums 
and small fruits on the federal gov- 
ernment experimental farnis in Sas- 
katchewan has shown a marked in- 
crease. ; 

Between 1910 and 1930, produc- 
tion of apples jumped from 90 
bushels to 307 bushels—plums from 
17 bushels to 534 bushels, and cher- 
ries from six to 164 bushels. 

Taking into consideration grapes, 
small fruits and. maple syrup, the 
value of the production of these, 
commodities .in Saskatchewan in 
1930 totalled $18,494 as compared 
with $6,276: for 1920. 

This information is tontained in 
@ repgrt issued by the department 
of trade and commerce at Ottawa. 

The same publication shows that 
in 1931 there were 6,364 bearing 
apple trees in the province, 46 bear- 
ing pear trees, 3,788 bearing plum 
trees and 2,284 bearing cherry tre:s. 

These figures do not take into con- 
sideration the fruit tree propaga- 
tion work of the provincial govern- 
ment which is carried on in connec- 
tion with the institutional farms of 
the province.

Seven Years Behind Time 
Train In Texas Holds Record For 
Late Arrival 

A train on the old Gulf and Inter- 
state Railway arrived at its destina- 
tion more than seven years behind 
time. The train started from Beaii- 
mont, Texas, bound for Port Bolivar, 
11:30 a.m. on September 8th, 1900. 
The distance is seventy-one miles, 
and the train was due in Port Bolivar 
at 1:55 p.m. When it reached High 
Island it was surrounded by waters 
from the gulf of Mexico, which had 
flooded the railway. Eventually the 
road was rebuilt, and when the rusty 
locomotive was examined she. was 
found fit to complete her journey. She 
was fired up, and amid cheers of 
everyone she moved off creaking and 
“rheumatic” in. her joints, but still 
servicable. The news was telegraphed 
to Port Bolivar, and when the train, 
more than seven years late arrived, 
half a dozen of the original passen- 
gers assembled t6 greet it.

Employment In 
Logging Operaticns 


Encouraging Signs Of Industrial 
Recovery In Canada 

| Among the encouraging signs cf 
| industrial recovery, the increase in 
employment in logging operat’ons is 
of special significance from the stand- 
| point of winter work. The monthly 
| répdete received by the Department 
| of Labor indicate that on Novemb:r 1 
there were approximately 100,0¢0 
men employed in logging operatio-s 
as compared with 35,000 at the s>me 
time last year. This is practica'ly 
back to the average of the five-yea: 
period, 1926-30,” when 105,000 were 
on the pay rolls in November. 

During those five years, which ma; 
, be taken as normal, the average num. 
| ner engaged in logging thoughout the 
year is estimated to be 91,000, but 
the monthly averages varied fron 
54,500 in August to 139,000 in Feb- 
ruary. If this trend is followed. in 
1934, there should be 120,000 men at ~ 
work during the next four months 

The advantage of having an in- 
| dustry which is capable of absorbing 
{from 60,000 to 70,000 additional’ men 
| during the winter months when work 
\in many other occupations is cur- 
| tailed is apparent, ; 
Tae. Forest Service of the Depari- 
| ment of the Interior attributes this 
| increase in the'activity of the logging 
camps to the increased exportation of 
lumber, especially to the United 
Kingdom and other parts of the Em- 
pire, and to improved conditions in 
the pulp and paper industry, togeth- 
{er with the depletion of stocks of 
logs and pulpwood during th» post 
two years.

When Motorists Fail To Realize 
Responsibility To Public 

Operating on tracks, trains escape 
many-of the dangers incident to other 
wheeled traffic. In railway yards the 
danger is further lessened by the ex- 
clusion of the public. Yet in these 
yards may be seen placards warning 
trainmen that the maximum Aoi g 
ted speed is 15 miles an hour. 
the streets, which are without na 
protection afforded the railway yard 
operations, automobiles - travel nor- 
mally, if not legally, at from 25 to 
bee miles an hour. The death rate due 
to motor traffic is practically accept- 
ed as inevitable. Five deaths from 
diphtheria occasion -more concern 
than fifty from outomobile accidents. 
|So far nobody seems either to’ have 
| been abye to do anything about it, or 
to have made any serious attempt in 
; that direction. 

When motorists fail to realize their 
responsibility to the public, the only 
check upon them is tbe courts. 

Frequently the courts. have ap- 
peared averse to treat motor crimin- 
als in the manner prescribed by the 
law. Drunken ‘driving is obviously 
an offence which cannot be tolerated 
if there is to be safety on the high- 
ways.-Yet time and again where the 
evidence. has shown a motorist to 
have been drunk in charge of car, 
the charge is reduced or is not visited 
with the jail penalty prescribed by 
law.
